The 
owner of the flatbed, who 
had been chasing his truck, 
caught up to the couple at 
this point and, for his trou¬ 
ble, was hurt so badly he 
was sent to hospital. 

The couple then escaped 
in a stolen Jeep Liberty 
with a front vanity plate 
that says, “GRRR.”

Chief Marvin Yellowbird 
declared last week 
that a $10,000 re¬ 
ward would be giv¬ 
en to anyone who 
provided informa¬ 
tion leading to the 
arrest and convic¬ 
tion of those re¬ 
sponsible for the 
five separate mur¬ 
ders in the vio¬ 
lence-plagued area. 

Officials say the cash of¬ 
fering was not a factor in 
the tip that led RCMP to 


Baptiste. 

Dechamps’ life¬ 
less body was found 
on the Samson 
Townsite on Aug. 2. 
RCMP have been 
tight-lipped about 
how he died, but re¬ 
ports indicate he 
was beaten to 
death. 

The troubled com¬ 
munity, about 100 
1cm south of Edmonton, 
has fallen deeper into an 
eerie code of silence as 


the murder rate has risen, 
prompting reward offer. 

Officials warn not to ap¬ 
proach Baptiste. He is de¬ 
scribed as a 19-year-old 
Aboriginal male, five-foot- 
eight, 180 pounds, with 
short black hair and 
brown eyes, and is a well- 
known gang associate. 

Just over a week ago, 20- 
year-old Delena Lefthand 
Dixon was fatally shot as 
a hail of bullets ripped 
through her Hobbema 
home around midnight 


on Aug. 16. 

Billy Buffalo, a 16-year- 
old with gang ties, was 
gunned down on the 
small reserve on July 27. 
Jonathan Lee Saddleback 
was murdered on Feb. 17, 
and Leon Michael Cattle¬ 
man was murdered on 
Oct. 10, 2005. Both bodies 
were found on the Sam¬ 
son Townsite. The fifth 
victim, Michael Cattle¬ 
man, was killed Oct. 10, 
2005.

Yesterday, dozens of visi¬ 
tors took advantage of one of 
the zoo’s Zoofari education 
series’, Creatures in Crisis: 
On the Edge of Extinction. 

“What we try to do is not 
only provide an education 
opportunity, but a lot of 
fun,” said Valley Zoo 
spokesman Tyler Pollock. 

The zoo’s Species Sur¬ 
vival program has been 
hailed for its remarkable 
progress in sustaining a

number of species, which 
include the snow leopard, 
red panda and the red fox. 

“We can learn which ani¬ 
mals are related to each 
other and their origin and 
history so the species can 
be propagated and we can 
introduce them back into 
the wild,” Pollock said. 

A pair of red pandas at the 
zoo have recently become 
parents to twins. The pro¬ 


gram’s goal is to re-populate 
the species and reintroduce 
them into the wild, a feat 
that Pollock says is happen¬ 
ing, as there are less than 
2,500 red pandas in the wild. 

Kids and parents took 
part in hands-on encoun¬ 
ters with animals, an expe¬ 
rience Pollock says is es¬ 
sential to realize the value 
of creatures in crisis. 

“When we can educate 
kids at an early age, there’s a 
probability that they’ll retain 
that information and pass it 
on,” Pollock said. “I think for 
too long, things have been 
slipping from both an ani¬ 
mal and habitat perspective. 
The sooner we can empower 
children and families, the 
sooner we’ll make an impact 
for these animals.”

Hobbema still on right track in 
changing community: Expert

Community leaders are still 
making the right moves in 
ridding Hobbema’s streets 
of gangs, despite the Aug. 
16 shooting death of a 20- 
year-old mother, says a na¬ 
tional youth gang expert. 

Michael Chettleburgh, a 
crime prevention officer and 
author of Young Thugs: In¬ 
side the Dangerous World of 
Canadian Street Gangs, says 
Samson Cree First Nation 


leaders are making all the 
right steps in changing the 
community by issuing a 
$50,000 reward to help po¬ 
lice solve five recent gang-re¬ 
lated homicides this year. 

And with a three-month 
gun amnesty now in effect 
in Hobbema, Chettleburgh 
says progress will be made, 
but it will take a while be¬ 
fore the community begins 
to see less violence on the 
streets. 

Chettleburgh also credit¬ 
ed Mounties in the troubled 
reserve by telling gangsters 


“police are not their rivals.” 

“Good gang units across 
North America are those 
that recognize they need to 
work with gang members,” 
said Chettleburgh. 

Hobbema RCMP have also 
cleaned up close to 30 
homes that were used as 
gang hide-outs since 23- 
month-old Asia Saddleback 
was wounded in her home 
after a gang-related drive-by 
shooting three months ago. 

Police say there are close 
to 13 known gangs in 
Hobbema.

Meat recall to cost 
Maple Leaf $20M 


Canadians are being told 
to dig through their 
fridges and freezers for 
any of the 220 Maple Leaf 
Foods products the 
company has recalled af¬ 
ter test results linked a 
plant in north Toronto to a 
nationwide listeriosis out¬ 
break. 

The recall is one of the 
biggest in Canadian histo¬ 
ry, federal officials said 
yesterday. 

The full magnitude of 
the expanded recall be¬ 
came more apparent yes¬ 
terday as Michael McCain, 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive officer the 100-year- 
old company, said the re¬ 
call will cost the company

an estimated $20-million 
in refunds to consumers 
and cleaning up and disin¬ 
fecting the plant. 

“We had to take the 
most conservative ap¬ 
proach possible,” McCain 
said, noting that the move 
was precautionary and 
there’s no evidence of lis¬ 
teria contamination be¬ 
yond the production lines 
originally under investi¬ 
gation. The company, 


which has 23,000 employ¬ 
ees and sales last year of 
$5.2 billion, produces and 
sells meat under a variety 
of names including Maple 
Leaf, Schneiders and 
Shopsy’s. Products from 
the Toronto plant are dis¬ 
tributed nationally. 

An official from the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency said in a confer¬ 
ence call last night the re¬ 
call is “if not the biggest 
it’s probably among the 
biggest at this point now 
that the recall has been 
extended to include all 
products from one facili¬ 
ty. So it is very, very sig¬ 
nificant.”

New science looks at big picture 

Attempts to encompass both fundamental understanding, practical applications

f we want to protect an 
endangered animal 
such as the woodland 
caribou, we have to do 
more than just study 
the animal in isolation. We 
must understand how it in¬ 
teracts with its total envi¬ 
ronment, including its 
habitat and other animals, 
as well as humans. 

We must then try to de¬ 
termine the best possible 
conditions for it to live in 
healthy numbers and 


study the threats that 
could undermine its per¬ 
sistence. It’s no different 
with humans, except the 
problems we have created 
for ourselves — on a global 
scale — are even more 
complex. 

Sometimes it seems that 
science is inadequate to ad¬ 
dress the myriad problems 
of pollution, global warm¬ 
ing, population growth, 
biodiversity loss, changing 
ocean conditions, and so 
on. 

Scientists don’t always 
take a big-picture ap¬ 
proach. Applied science, 
for example, is often fo¬ 
cused on knowledge for a 
specific need or to solve a 
practical problem, such as 
the invention of a new 
technology. The science 
may delve into the me¬ 
chanics of the technology

cial implications. Basic or

A branch of 
science that has 
emerged over 
ae past two 
decades is at¬ 
tempting to en¬ 
compass both 
fundamental un¬ 
derstanding and 
practical applications 
nth a fascinating goal: 
To learn the degree to 
which humans are 
living in harmony 
with their environment 
how they can contin¬ 


ue to do so over the long 
term. Unlike many special¬ 
ized scientific fields that 
might interest only a few 
people, this one ought to 
interest everyone. 

Industrial society has 
had an enormous impact 
on natural ecosystems, to 
the point that very little of 
nature remains untram¬ 
melled by the human foot¬ 
print. Sustainability sci¬ 
ence helps identify poten¬ 
tial “planetaiy boundaries” 
such as the world’s avail¬ 
able “biocapacity” com¬ 
pared with humanity’s col¬ 
lective “ecological foot¬ 
print.” In short, it helps us 
better understand the 
complex challenges we 
face. 

This branch of science is 
gaining respect in academ¬ 
ic circles worldwide, but 
it’s such an important field 


that it should be part of sci¬ 
ence programs in all 
schools. In a world that is 
expected to reach a popu¬ 
lation of 10 billion, it’s im¬ 
portant for science to con¬ 
sider how we are to survive 
and live in harmony with 
the natural systems that 
we are a part of and, there¬ 
fore, depend upon. It’s a 
huge task that requires a 
broad vision. As more peo¬ 
ple — not just scientists — 
begin to understand the 
science and the complexity 
of the problems, and to de¬ 
sign lasting solutions, we 
will start to see a brighter, 
more sustainable future.

Flat-screen TV gases may 
be added to climate fight 


A 160-nation UN climate 
conference in Ghana split 
on Friday over ways to pay 
poor countries to slow de¬ 
forestation, blamed for 
producing up to 20 per 
cent of the greenhouse gas¬ 
es caused by human activi¬ 
ties. 

Options suggested for 
raising billions of dollars 
in incentives include mar¬ 
kets that would allow trad¬ 
ing in the carbon dioxide 
locked up in trees, higher 
aid from rich nations and 
levies on airline tickets or 
on international shipping. 

“It’s important that we 
get to grips with this,” Yvo 
de Boer, head of the UN 


Climate Change Secretari¬ 
at, told Reuters during the 
Aug. 21-27 meeting of 
1,500 delegates. 

“For many developing 
countries, avoiding defor¬ 
estation is pretty much the 
only way they can engage 
in the climate change 
regime and reap some ben¬ 
efits,” he said of schemes 
meant to slow logging and 


burning of forests to clear 
land for farming. 

A UN climate conference 
in Bali last year agreed to 
explore ways to pay people 
in the developing world to 
leave forests standing — 
trees soak up carbon diox¬ 
ide as they grow and re¬ 
lease it when they rot or 
are burned. 

The Accra meeting is 


working on details as part 
of a plan to agree to a 
sweeping new UN climate 
treaty by the end of 2009 
to avert heat waves, 
droughts, more powerful 
storms, risks of more dis¬ 
ease and rising sea levels. 

“We think this is particu¬ 
larly relevant to Africa. We 
want this next climate 
regime to benefit Africa,” 
said Brice Lalonde of 
France, speaking on behalf 
of the European Union. 
France holds the rotating 
EU presidency. 

He said the EU was will¬ 
ing to consider extra aid or 
to work out new forms of 
carbon trading. reuters 


warming New greenhouse 
gases emitted in making 
flat-screen televisions or 
some refrigerants might be 
capped under a planned 
UN treaty to combat global 
warming, delegates at UN 
talks in Ghana said on Fri¬ 
day. 

Emissions of 
the recently

Did A.J. Harris provide a

Roughriders at Common¬ 
wealth Stadium Thursday, 
or was that a flash in the 
pan? 

Historically speaking, it’s 
tough to tell. With his 21- 
cariy romp, Harris joined 
some select company. His 
189 yards ties him for the 
fifth-highest single-game 
total in team history, but 
the names he’s hanging 
with are a mixed bag. 

Sean Millington, of all 
people, holds Edmonton’s 
single-game record with 
225 yards, set against 
Saskatchewan Oct. 30, 
1999. Millington was a good 
back, not a great one. He 
never rushed for 1,000 
yards in a season with the 
Eslcs, enjoying most of his 
success with the B.C. Lions. 

Ron McClendon is second 
with 198 yards (against 
Montreal on Oct. 21, 2006). 
He played just two games 
that season. McClendon’s 
most productive season 
was 2005 when he had 346 
yards in nine games. 

Hall-of-famer Normie 
Kwong, third with 192 
yards (against Calgary on 
Oct. 29,1955), is the class of 
this group with four 1,000- 
yard seasons. Jim Thomas, a 
one-time 1,000-yard rusher 
with Edmonton, is fourth 
with 191 yards (against 
Winnipeg on Sept. 11, 
1965). 


Harris, a 24-year-old rook¬ 
ie, occupies fifth-place with 
Troy Davis, who got his 189 
yards against Toronto on 
Oct. 9, 2006. Another very 
good back, not a great one. 

It’s interesting to note 
the absence of Edmonton 
greats like Jim Germany 
and Johnny Bright from the 
top-five.

When opening a dance 
studio, it pays to know 
how to take the right 
steps. 

Jane Scallon, 30, and her 
sister Anne Stevens, 28, are 
the co-owners of iDance 
studio opening Sept. 8 in 
Vancouver right across 
from the future Olympic 
Village.

Scallon and Stevens have 
both loved dance since they 
were young but decided to 
pursue other careers once 
life got in the way. Stevens 
worked previously in phar¬ 
maceutical sales while Scal¬ 
lon worked as a legal secre- 
taiy, so both have some 
business know-how to go 


along with their passions 
for dance. Starting iDance 
seemed like a natural next 
step for them. 

“Dance was always a pas¬ 
sion for both of us so to 
reintroduce it into our lives 
seemed like a really good fit 
for us. It also fills a void that 
we felt existed in the mar¬ 
ket,” Scallon said.

Believe it or not, your 
boss probably does appre¬ 
ciate you more than the 
boastful, irritating jerk in 
the next cubicle. 

In a new study conduct¬ 
ed by temporaiy staffing 
agency Accountemps, 45 
per cent of executives sur¬ 
veyed said interpersonal 
skills were the most impor¬ 
tant communication skill 
for financial professionals, 
beating out negotiating 
skills (26 per cent), public 
speaking skills (17 per cent) 
and writing skills (5 per 
cent). 

Trent Arendse, a branch 
manager at Accountemps, 
says the results of the study 
shed light on the general 
importance of interperson¬ 
al skills in all segments of 
the workplace, given that 
the financial industry is no¬ 
toriously perceived as be¬ 
ing driven far more by 
numbers and results than 


by people skills. 

“Interpersonal skills 
mean being able to interact 
with people effectively 
while also being able to be 
liked by them,” Arendse 
said. 

People who scream at co¬ 
workers when mistakes get 
made, stab office mates in 
the back or behave anti-so- 
cially generally have a 
harder time gaining allies 
or getting promoted, sim¬ 
ply because people don’t 
like them as much. 


Even though business 
can’t always be rosy, 
Arendse says delivering 
your message in a person¬ 
able way can often achieve 
the same bottom-line re¬ 
sults without alienating or 
offending the people 
around you. 

Still, Arendse warns that 
a pleasant wit and a mil- 
lion-dollar smile aren’t 
enough to help you get 
hired or promoted if you 
are not good at your job, 
but it can make you stand 


out among equals. 

“If your skill set is weak 
but you have great inter¬ 
personal skills, you still 
might not be a great hire. It 
does help you differentiate 
yourself from the rest 
though,” Arendse said. 

While people can take 
courses to polish up their 
interpersonal and human 
networking skills, Arendse 
believes that people lack¬ 
ing such skills completely 
or with a warped sense of 
them can’t really change 
their ways — sad news to 
those people suffering in 
the vicinity of an irrepara¬ 
ble jerk at work. 

“You can’t fake it — your 
body language just won’t 
read like you’re speaking 
and people will notice it. 
You have to want to see 
other people’s point of 
view and it needs to be a 
passion of yours, some¬ 
thing you actually enjoy. I 
think it can be taught but 
the person needs to have 
some of that in them al¬ 
ready,” he said.

unwatched: Frazier Moore 
is the syndicated TV 
columnist for the Associ¬ 
ated Press, and he recent¬ 
ly felt moved to wonder 
why so few of the actors 
he’s interviewed over the 
years would admit to ac¬ 
tually spending time with 
the medium that em¬ 
ployed them. Moore ad¬ 
mitted up front that he 
had no statistical basis for 
what he confessed is 
based on nothing more 
than a hunch. 

“Let me stress the not- 
at-all-scientific nature of 
this poll,” Moore wrote, 
in a piece published last 
week in the New York 
Times. “Among the scads 
of TV stars I’ve talked to, I 
never made a point of 
grilling them on their TV 
consumption. I don’t re¬ 
call how often it came 
up.” 

“But over time I started 
to realize (and marvel) 
that, out of everyone who 
did address the issue with 
me, fewer than a dozen of 
them copped to being TV 
fans.” 

“The rest: Well, they 
don’t shun just the pro¬ 
grams they appear in.

Most of them, Moore re¬ 
calls, made the usual ex¬ 
cuses — too busy, no 
time, crazy hours — that 
we make to friends and 
family we don’t want to 
spend time with. Occa¬ 
sionally, they’d make ex¬ 
ceptions for the accept¬ 
able benchmark of cur¬ 
rent TV tastefulness (The 
Office, The Sopranos) or a 
guilty but redeemable 
pleasure (Project Runway, 
The Amazing Race.) 

Many, who employ as¬ 
sistants and live in houses 
with state-of-the-art the¬ 
atre systems, seem never 
to have heard of TiVo. 
Still, Moore says the im¬ 
pression he’s gotten from 
his celebrity subjects is 
that “watching TV is akin 
to slumming; offputtingly 
exotic; or, unaccountably, 


none of their business.” 

When I tell people that 
I write a TV column, they 
either tell me that it must 
be nice to watch TV all 
day and get paid for it (I 
don’t, and it isn’t) or won¬ 
der where I get the time 
to watch all those shows. 

The short answer to the 
latter is that I don’t; in 
fact, I try to watch as lit¬ 
tle TV as possible, but 
while I’m a long way 
from being the 8-year-old 
TV junkie whose mother 
thought she needed a 
therapist to separate him 
from his apparent “addic¬ 
tion,” I still watch a fair 
amount of the stuff; I just 
don’t make a point of see¬ 
ing every episode of Two 
And A Half Men or Lost, 
and don’t imagine that 
I’m obliged to in order to 
do this job. 

Moore could only name 
three adamant exceptions 
to the low-key celebrity 
boycott of the small 
screen — Office creator 
Ricky Gervais, Seth Green 
of Buffy and Robot Chick¬ 
en fame, and Mad Men 
star Jon Hamm, who de¬ 
scribed his relationship 
to television in terms al¬ 


most identical to my own: 
“I’ve loved television 
since I was old enough to 
reach the dial,” Hamm 
told Moore. “Television is 
meaningful to me. It’s 
frustrating and fascinat¬ 
ing, all at the same time.” 

What Moore doesn’t 
seem to remember is that 
his survey is focused en¬ 
tirely on actors, a trade 


whose principal skill set 
involves comprehensive 
lying, and that there’s 
every likelihood that he 
has not, in most instances 
when he’s bothered to 
ask, gotten a truthful an¬ 
swer.
